All things being considered, it was 
thought best to abclieh the Department and place an sctive 
and energetic colonel in command of the Academy. There 
is not an officer in the service who is better fiited for the 
command than Col. Merritt, and his ability will soon be 
recognized.” 

Tuz Terre Haute Zxzpress reports an interview with ex- 
Secretary Thompson of the Navy, who gives ‘‘an extended 
review of American relations with Corea. He sent Commo- 
dore Shufeldt out in the Ticonderoga in 1877, with instruc- 
tions to open peaceful negotiations with the Corean govern- 
ment. At that time English, French, German, and Russian 
ships were in Corean waters with the same purpose in view, 
and the Secretary desired to have America keep abreast of 
these nations. The only result of Commodore Shufeldt’s 
visit was to impress the Corean government favorably with 
the value of trade with the United States. After his return 
the Commodore secured leave to revisit China to remodel 
and re organize the Chinese navy. If it bo true that he has 
succeeded in negotiating a treaty, it is the result of his third 
visit, and will reflect great credit upon him on account of his 
perseverance and the wisdom of the measures he has adopted. 
It will place the Uuited States in a favorable position with 
reference to Corean trade, and undoubtedly reeult in open- 
ing the country to all the nations, and thus the United States 
will be entitled to the credit of having broken down the wall 
of exclusiveness which has so long separated Corea from 
intercourse with the world.” 

Ove Glen Island correspondent writes : ‘‘ There was quite 
an influx of Army officers visited here last Suoday, July 16, 
prominent among whom were Gen. Ingalls, Paymaster Ar- 
thur and Capt. Wharcon.

Tue method of train telegraphing invented by Capt. C. W. 
Williams, A. Q. M. U. 8. A., was recently given a practical 
trial on the Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line. The invention 
is described by the Atlanta Constitution of June 21, who says 
of the test: ‘‘At the trial on Monday everything was in 
perfect condition. On arrival of the afternoon train from 
Atlanta a car was found at the junction with the shoe attach- 
ment, and a locomotive with steam up ready to take the 
party, which consisted of representatives of the press and 
several railroad officials ; amorg the latter Mr. Williams, 
supervisor of track uf the Richmond and Danville Railroad ; 
Mr. Payne, master bridge builder ; Mr. Harralson, operator 
at Toccoa. The telegraph line was found almost a quarter 
of a mile from the junction. The key blocks were laid at 
intervals of about 40 feet on wires stretched between. The 
distance covered was about 200 yards. After examining the 
blocks the party returned to the car and steamed up and 
down the track. It was found that asthe slide struck the 
first block the instrument in the car clicked its announcement 
of going into circuit, and thus remained steadily with its 
lever drawn down to the magnet, only losing circuit as the 

slide leit the Jast block, thus establishing the continuity of 
the circnit. The next test applied was the sending of a mes- 
sage ircm the moving train. A full head of steam was put 


on, and # run back for a start taken, so that as the blocks 
were reached a speed of fully twenty-five miles an hour was 
attained. Click went the instrument, and then Mr. Harral- 
son, without interruption, rattled off a message, which was 
communicated to a second instrument without thecar. Next 
the test was applied of a train slow in motion, and then of a 
train standing still, all of which were equally satisfactory, 





and at last a message was sent into the car in motion from 
the instrument upon the ground. This was the crowning 
test, and its successful result met with the hearty applause 
from the onlookers. It was the opinioa of all who witnessed 
the test thet the complete practicability of the invention was 
proven. Mr. Harralson said his instrument was as fully 
under his contr: 1 while the train was moving as though he 
had it in his office. Mr. Willams, track supervisor, was 
satisfied that it was a practicable device and that it would 
present no serious impediment in track laying, ballasting, or 
repairing. The car upon the track becomes a telegraph 
office, may receive or send messages, and may communicate 
with other trains or outside telegraph offices. Thus the train 
dispatcher of a railway may be in constant communication 
with every train upon his road—ready to move them at any 
instant, Trains may communicate with each other and learn 
at any instant of time the exsct position each occupies.”

That sailor is the genuine blue-jacket idealized, 
but not too much idealized. The firm and graceful position, 
the entirely seafaring look of the figure, from the keen 
‘lookout’ gaze in the couutenance to the unmistakable sea- 
man’s hitch in the trousers, it is the typical American man- 
of-war’s man.” Of other subjects the same correspondent 
thus gossips :

It was rather singu- 
lar, a8 women of sense found ou meeting him, that a max appa- 
rently so fond of frivolous amusements when considerably past 
his youth should be eo intelligent and agreeable a companion. 
Something ot tue kind having been delicately conveyed to him 
asa compliment ove night at an Army and Navy German, he 
laughed and said that he always thought whatever was wurth 
doing at all was worth dving well, and when he considered him- 
self a Jaucivg man he determined to be a first class dancing man. 
His savity or bis insanity was « theme of conversation. He sent 
acon mupication on the subject to a daily newspaper which was 
too long to print, but which the paper wentioned as being the 
work of a remarkably sane mind. He had been, it was acknow- 
lei ged, a rather dissipated man, but if drink had impaired his 
intellect then nobody is perfectly sure of being sane.

REOENT DEATHS. 


ist Lizur. aNnpD Brzvet Carrarn Nicnonas D. Bapazr, 
U. 8. Army, on the retired list, died at his home, Jackson, 
Mich., July 19. The deceased officer entered the volunteer 
service as private in Oo. F, 2d Obio Infantry, April 17, 1861; 
was discharged the following July, and was commissioned a 
ist lieutenant in the 44th Ohio Infantry in September, 1861; 
a captain Oct. 1, 1862; transferred to 8th Obio Oavalry in 
January, 1864; promoted to a majority June 13, 1865, and 
honorably mustered out July 30, 1865; appointed 2d lieu- 
tenant, 10th U. 8. Oavalry, July 28, 1866: accepted January 
14, 1867; 1st lieutenant May 29, 1867; transferred to the in- 
fantry, unassigned, April 2, 1870, and assigned to the 23d 
Infantry January 1, 1871; retired for disability June 28, 
1878. He received the brevet of captain in the Regular Army 
May 29, 1867, “‘for gallant and meritorious services during 
the war.” 

Mas. Apganam LINCOLN, a lady closely associated with the 
stirring public events of 1861 to 1865, as wife and widow of 
President Abraham Lincoln, died at Springfield, Dlinois, on 
the evening of July 16. She had been ailing for some years 
past, and was growing worse, when finally, on July 15, she 
suffered a shock of paralysis and lay in a comatose state 
until the following evening, when she died. Her son, Secre- 
tary of War L’ncoln, who had already been notified of his 
mother’s serious illness, reached Springfield July 18. The 
faneral ceremonies took place, July 19, at the First Presby- 
terian Church, Springfield, IL, and an immense concourse 
was present. The public offices and stores were closed. At 
ten o'clock the funeral cortege left the residence of H. N. 
Edwards. Mrs. Lincolu’s body was encased in a handsome 
black casket with heavy silver mounting. It was borne to 
the hearse by Judge H.8. Trent, Governor 8. M: Oullom, 
Colonel John Williams, General John A, McClernand, Milton 
Hay, Captain John 8. Bradford and James O. Conkling, all 
of them old and trusted friends of the family. Following 
the pallbearers were the relatives and intimate friends of 
the family and the Lincoln Guard of Honor, which had 
charge of the details of the funeral ceremonies. At the 
church the body was placed in front of the altar and sure 
rounded by numerous floral tributes placed there by the 
hands of loving friends. The altar was completely covered 
with handsome floral decorations, which were gracefully in- 
tertwined with folds of black crape. Secretary Liucoln, the 
members of the family and near personal friends came juat 
after the remains, and they were followed by the Lincoln 
Guard of Honor. The Rev. T. A. Parker offered the closing 
prayer, and the funeral cortege took up its journey to Oak-

Uniform Shoes.—In my opinion, enlisted men when on 
duty. or for daty, should be ready at all times for detached 
service; and, to enable them to do this, they must be well 
shod with serviceable shoes. such as are manufactured 
at the Military Prison. I regard a soldier to be tor duty at 
all times, when not on furlough. When on furlough, he can 
buy and wear any kind of shoe he pleases, at all other 
times he should be required to wear the shoe furnished by 
the Government. ‘No particular shoe is adapted as uni- 
form,” I understand to mean, no particular pattern is desig- 
nated ax uniform, it being left to the superintendent of the 
Military Prison to modify the pattern of the shoe as in his 
potnent, and with the approval of the Secretary of War,

ARMY CONFIRMATION.

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PAY OF RETIRED OFFIUERS. 
DECISION OF THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


Treasury DEPARTMENT, 
SEconp CoMPTROLLER’s OFFICE, 
WasHineton, D. C., July 13, 1882. 


Hon. O. Ferriss, Second Auditor : 

Sim: Jobn Pulford, Colonel U. 8. A., retired, was retired 
with the rank of colonel, December 15, 1870. His rank was 
reduced to that of lientenant-colonel March 3, 1875. He 
completed fifteen years’ service June 8, 1877. The act of 
March 13, 1875, for his relief (20 St., 510) restored him to the 
full rank of colonel . . .. With psy of such rank, ‘‘and 
provided that he should thereafter hold and receive the rank 
and pay of colonel upon the list of the retired officers of the 
Army.” He has filed a claim for percentage, increase on 
retired pay. under the recent decision of the Supreme Court in 
U. 8. vs. R. W. Tyler. He insists that a retired colonel is 
entitled to pay as follows up to Jnly 1, 1882: During first 
term of five years, 75 per cent. of $3,500, or $2,625 a year ; 
during second term, $2,625, plus 10 per cent. thereof, or 
$2,887.50 a year: during the third term, $2.887 59, plus 10 per 
cent. thereof, or $3,176.25 a year; during fourth term, 
$3.176.25. plus 10 per cent. thereof, or $3.498 87 a year; 
after twenty years’ service. $2.825, plus 40 per cent. thereof. 
or $3,675 a year. A settlement reported by the Second 
Auditor in bis favor concedes the correctness of his view. 

The only question that reed be considered in this case is, 
whether for time subseqnent to March 12. 1878, Col. Pulford 
is entitled to more than 75 per cent. of $4,500 per year. It 
was said in Colonel Roberts’ case (10 Court of Claims, 283) : 
** Retired officers are entitled to receive 75 per cent. of the 
whole pay which they were receivitg as officers in active 
service when placed on the retired li-t, incladiug their cur- 
rent yeerly pay and their allowance for length of service, 
limited by the maximum fixed by said act, which, in the case 
of a Jientenant-colonel, is $4 000.” This view of the law was 
modified in Captain Tyler's case (16 Court of Claims, 236), 
80 far ss it limits retired officers to 75 per cent. ou the pay 
which they were receiving ‘‘when placed on the retired list,” 
and they were held to be entitled to 75 per cent. of the pay 
they would have received if in active service. In all other 
respects the opinion in Colonel Roberts’ cx. was reaffirmed, 
the Court saving: ‘* We held then as we hold now, that the 
pay of a retired officer is to be determined by first ascertain- 
ing what would have been his pav had he not been retired, 
and allowing him 75 per cent. on that sum.” 

I am now asked to depart from this mode of determining 
the pay of a retired officer, a mode which has been invarial ly 
followed by the accounting officers, not becau-e of any judi- 
cial decision or opinion questioning it, but because, as is 
alleged, it is in conflict with the provisions of statute. The 
argument io support of this proposition may be thus stated : 
Tue pay of the grade of colonel, as stated in section 1261 of 
the Revixed Statutes, is $3 500, three-fourths of this sum 
being $2,625. The perceutage increase on the latter sum. 
under section 1262, ap to the limit of 40 per cent., provided 
by section 1263, is $1,050. Total, 3.675. As the officer is 
still a colonel, «]thungh retired, and as this total is less than 
the limit of $4 500 placed on the pay of a colonel ty section 
1267, this total is due to the officer by virtue of the section 
of statute above referred to. I think this reasoning is at 
feult in not giving due effect to section 1274, which provides 
that ofticers retired from active service shall receive 75 per 
cent. of the pay of the rank on which they are retired. 














Without this section retired officers would be entitled to no 

ay whatever, or to the same pay as officers on the active 
ist. Its express terms preclude all inference and all pre- 
sumption that retired officers can receive more than 75 per 
cent, of the pay of the rank upon which they retired, and, to 
my mind, they are conclusive against allowing Col. Palford 
pay at the rate of $3,675 per annum, which is $300 per year 
more than 75 per cent. of the pay of the rank upon which he 
was retired. te 
An attempt is made to avoid this difficulty by claiming that 
the *‘increase for length of service” is not pay but an allow- 
ance, This assumption is in direct antagonism with the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in Captain Tyler’s case, which 
holds that tbis ‘increase’ is part of the ‘current yearly 
pay mentioned in section 1262, and declares that ‘the 
origiual salary of the rank, and any additions of ten per cent. 
previously earned for periods of five years, constitute the 
current yearly pay on which said ten per cent. is to be calcu- 
lated.” 
Under this ruling it is impossible to hold that the incresse 
is not pay, or that the ‘ pay of the rank” mentioned in sec- 
tion 1274 does not include the increase for length of service. 
All the sections above referred to are in pari materia and 
no construction is admissible that; will destroy the effect of 
either of them. : . e 
Col. Hagner, retired, who has a like claim pending, pre- 
sents an argument taking somewhat different grounds from 
those presented in support of the claim of Col. Pulford. His 
position mey be stated as follows: The pay proper of a retired 
colonel is 75 per cent. of $3,500, that is $2,625: but the 
claimant, being one of the commissioned officers mentioned 
in section 1262, there should be allowed and paid to him, not 
ten per cent. of his current yearly pay, but ten per cent. of 
the current yearly pay of the grade of colonel for each five 
years of service, aud these additions should be continued 
until they reach forty per cent. of the pay of that grade, that 
is until thay reach $1.400; thusa retired colonel of sufficient 
length of service should be entitled to the $2,625 “‘primarily 
fixed as salary,” and $1,400, longevity increase, making 
$4 025. This argument, besides not giving effect to section 
1274, which limits the pay of retired officers to ‘seventy-five 
per centum of the pay of the rank upon which they are re- 
tired,” disregards the use of the word “‘their,” in section 
1262, and reads the words “‘ten per centum of their current 
yearly pay,” as if the section gave ten per centum of the 
current yearly pay of their rank or grade. The language of 
section 1262 demands that the ten per centum be based on 
the current yearly pay of the retired officer, as distinguished 
from the current yearly pay of his grade or rank. 

Another mode of compensation has been suggested by 
other claimants, but lam not aware that it is seriously in- 
sisted upon. The suggestion is, that because section 1263 
fixes a limit of forty per cent. on the “‘yearly pay of the 
grade,” and not upon the yearly pay of the retired officer, a 
retired officer should have the addition of ten per cent. of 
his current yearly pay for a greater number of lustrums than 
is al’owable to an Officer in active service, and until these 
additions amount to forty per cent. “‘of the yearly pay of 
the grade,” that being in the case of a colonel $1,400, which 
added to the $2,625, would equal $4,025; but this argument is 
also ope to the objection that it ignores section 1274, and 
gives to retired officers more than seventy-five r centum of 
the pay of the rank upon which they are retired. 

Under the above sections, as construed by the Supreme 
Court, it is, in my opinion, impossible to hold that Colonel 
Pulford is entitled toa higher rate of pay than $3,375 per

“The North C-rolina, receiving ship a. the Bruoklyu Navy- 
serd for twenty-five or thirty ye.rs, war, if memory serves 
ug correct, sold to private parties and bruken ap It is said 
that por*ions of the frame were almost us round as the day 
on which the vessel was launched, aud cuough timber was 
selected from it to const:uct more thau one small coastiug 
craft. Its armament consisted of seventy-four guus and its 
dimensions were as fuliows: Length, a little over 196 feet ; 
beam, 53 feet; hold, 22 feet; ballast, 170 tons; water. 
96.000 gailons ; provisions, four mouths. Tne Noth Caro- 
Gina was the flagsbip of Commodore Jobn Rodgers, in the 
Mediterranean equadron, from March 27, 1825, until Oct. 31. 
1825. From 1437 to 1839 it was the flagship of Commodore 
H. E. Bullard. of the Pacific +quadrou, and after 1839 was 
the receivivg sbip at the Brooklyu yard until it was replaced 
by the Vermont, which has been succeeded by the present 
receiving ship Coloradv.”

public stores it was posrible tu save ; there is no evidence as 
to the origin of the tire, and we are uuable tv discover how 
it occurred. thonyzh it prubebly bad its origin in spcntaneous 
combustion of s»me material i: the forehold. Had it 
occurred in the cols, the gus resulting therefrom would 
have pervaded the sbip aud beeu patent to every one. In 
fitting this vessel fur the Arctic all available space had to be 
utilized for stowage, and the furehold was filled to the hatch, 
There is uo evideuce o! care!exsners ip stowage, and it js our 
opinic n that the calamity could nut bave been fore-een by 
the commanding officer. We do not find that there should 
be any blame attached to any one for the uufortanate loss of 
the Hodgers, but, on the coutrary. all hands deserve praise 
for thei: untiiug and contiuavus efforts to save tbeship. In 
our opinion no further proceedings are necessary in the 
matter.”

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EUROPEAN CROISE OF THE ‘‘GALENA.” 
QUERY: IS THIS THE TYPICAL ONE? 
Messina, Iraty, June 26, 1882. 


Yon have heard the rumur which consigns the Galena 
to the South Atlantic because of her pi experience 
here, and have wondered, perhaps, what the latter could be 
to cause such a reversal of past customs; sol will give you 
a brief statement, from which you may be able to discern 


it. 

August 26, 1880. the Galena went into commission. In 
December and January she made a midwinter trip across 
tbe Atlantic, suffering dam»ge from storms. Her curopean 
visit began January 20, 1881. Sbe arrived at Villefrauche, 
and was ordered to Smyrna and Constantinople; stayed at the 
latter:place a month; weather, hail aud snow alternately; 
anchorage shifted several times on account of violent cur- 
rents; temperature 3i deg. F. Constantinople is said to be 
a pleasant place in summer. When weather moderated 
Galena burried away to earthquake at Scio; only Americau vi 8- 
sel there present; built hospitais,dug bodies from ruins,carried 
the wounded from miles inland tu the surgeous, fed some, 
sheltered others, buried the dead, and received the thanks 
of the Ottoman government. Returned to Villefranche, and 
ordered on the ruutine cruise on the Spanish coast. This 
culminated at Bordeaux. Galvna lay there ten days in July, 
1881, temperature 90 to 100 deg. F. Returned to head- 
quarters, whence the European fleet dispersed, to await the 
coming of the new flagship aud its admiral. Nipsic lay at 
Genoa, Quinnebaug at Marseilles, and Galena bega» tw lay 
at Legburn. Didn't lay there long, however; troubles on 
coast of Turkey and Gaiena left Italy. Nipsic aud Quinne- 
baug continued to Jay at Genoa and Marscilles. Returued 
to Nice, and ordered to west coast of Afiica. Other shi »s 
of the station visited Egypt, Greece, Spaia, Algiers, Italy. 
Galena visited Palermo and went into quarantine; visited 
Sierra Leone, Siberia, Caps Verde; could not go to ‘Lorres 
on account of yellow fever. Left west coart of Africa 
towards close of winter. But Galena’s crew looked forward 
to that ** northern cruise ” usually awarded each ship of the 
European stat on in the sesond year, and was happy in an- 
ticipations. But June came, and Galena underwent disap- 
puoiuntment No. 1, to wit: If any ship goes to England and 
St. Petersburg it must be the new fligship; Galena must 
forego her voyage there and go to Algiers and Veuice, in- 
stead. Disappointment No. 2. Galena does not go to 
Venice, even, but to Alexandria, to be there indetiaitely. 
Disappoirtment No, 3, Gulena taken away from Europe 
altogether, aud ordered to Brazil. 

hen the fleet separated at Mogador. on the west coast of 
Africs, the Quinnebaug sailed for Las Palmas,Canary Islands, 
arriving there on the 27th of May aud remaining three days. 
Left Las” Paliias” on ‘the 30th, anid arrivéd at Santa Cruz, 
‘Teneriffe, a day later. Left Teneriffe June Ist for Gibraltar, 
but after trying to beat against strong head wiads for eleven 
days, was compelled to run into Funchal, Madeira, Jane 12th, 
through stress of weather. Leaving Funchal ou the .3th, 
we arrived at Gibra'tar on the 17th, where orders were 
awaiting to proceed direct to Alexaudria, on account of the 
disturbances there. After coaling ship we left (tibraltar on 
the 20th, for the East, where the other ships of the squad- 
ron had preceded us. 

We arrived at Messina to-day (26th). We will coal ship all 
of tomight, so we can continue our way to Alexandria at day 
light to-morrow. This place is on the way, about 1,000 miles 
east of cen We will be in Alexandria the latter part of 
the week.

already—it is not to be moved. It is probably trae 
that some members of the regiment who rarely do any 
scouting, and those who are pecuniarily interested in 
mines or otherwise may wish to remain in Arizona; 
but it is the earnest wish of a majority of the scouting 
portion of the regiment, amongst both officers and en- 
listed men who have no pecuniary or other interests 
here, to have a change. Even the General of the 
Army came to us on his recent trip with the impression, 
and seemed to consider it a good joke, that our regi- 
ment desired to remain in its present location. This is 
why we desire a change of station: The whole forma- 
tion of the Territory is volcanic; it is generally without 
water; it is unhealthy ; its climate is very hot and de- 
bilitating; there is a great deal of malaria where there 
is water in any quantity; its soil is sandy, barren, 
parched and unproductive as a whole; the scouting is 
usually over high, volcanic, rocky and precipitous 
mountains, or over a barren, sandy, alkaline waste or 
desert, and is very trying; it is the most uninviting 
place on the face of the earth, and is generally consid- 
ered the most undesirable station in the Army for 
troops. Is it fair to enlisted men tv keep a regiment so 
long in such a place? The 8th Iofantry, which came 
here at about the same time as we did, was relicved by 
the 12th Infantry some three or four years ago, and 
now, rumor says, the latter is about to be relieved and 
go to another department. The question is, when will 
the turn of the 6th Cavalry come, or are we to remain 
here indefinitely to please a few, because the War De- 
partment is misinformed, and, probably, because no- 
body else wants tocome? By all means let us have a 
change to some department where bronco horses, log 
camps, building of roads, new posts, and living in mud 
hovels or canvas with the thermometer at 115 degrees in 
the shade a fourthof the time, and in comparative isols- 
tion, are unheard of, or, at least, are among the things 
of the past. It will have a civilizing influence on those 
who have become so fossilized as to wish to remain in 
such a forlorn and despicable country as this.”’ 

From another correspondent we receive at the same 
time a statement of the service in Arizona of several 
field officers of the line, and of the hardship which has 
often resulted to them from long continued service in 
that region. From the list submitted we instance one 
case, that of Lieutenant Colonel W. H. Brown, 1st U.

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ARCHIBALD FORBES ON OUR ARMY. 


Azronrpatp Forszs, the English war correspondent, 
has, in the North American Review for August, an ar- 
ticle on the United States Army, which, as General 
Meigs’s prospective son-in-law, he may be said to be 
about to join. He is struck, in the first place, as every 
foreigner is, by the fact that the Army proper never 
presents itself to view apywhere. ‘‘I had,” he says, 
‘spent a whole winter in the United States, and trav- 
elled over two-thirds of them ; but I could not remem- 
ber that during that time I had seen a corporal’s guard 
of the Kegular Army.” But when he got to the home 
of the staff department, there it shone resplendent. He 
says: 


At the Capital, it is true, there had been imposing evidence 
that the Republic really does own anarmy. The lodging of no 
war department in the world can compare for spacious spleudur 
With that palace over against the White House, in which the 
American Secretary of War and the American General of the Army 
have theic official headquarters. If indeed, military bureaus were 
to be accepted as a dispiay of military strength, it could be in the 
mouth of no visitor to Washington to aver that he had seen no- 
thing of the American Army. There is a Jistrict of that beauti- 
ful metropolis in which it seems that almost every second bnild- 
ing 18 occupied by some branch or other of mulitary or quasi- 
military administration. And if the number of civilian employees 
finding occupatiou (or salarie«) in these various bureaus were to 
be taken as the criterion ot the strength of the army in whose 
admiuistration they are engaged, the assumption wuuld be na- 
tural that the Army of the United Stutes is as the sands of the 
Sea-shore for multitude. But Washington can show not even the 
aay ene of army bread to all this quantity of administrative 
sack, The General of the Army naiisa utilitarian sign on the 
basement of his private residence, indicating that his “ office” is 
within, but no sentry promenades the pavement in front, If the 
divisivnal headquarters are visited, there is found there scarcely 
more show of military formality. On Governor's Island General 
Hancock can, it is true, listen to the sounds ot the bugle and hear 
the reportof the morniug and evening gun; but the Chicago 
headquarters ot General Sheridan’s cummand, that stretches 
from the Lakes to the Gult, and covers an area larger than the 
Continent of Europe, are located in the rented second floor of a 
Mercantile bniiding. The superficial observer right carry away 
the impression that the American Army bears a striking resemb- 
lance to the tadpole, in that it has avery big head and a very 
little body, were he not in the course of his casual reading to 
come acruse the fact that ite annual cost to the counotry amounts 
to some $40,009,000. He reflects that on an annual expenditure 
of only $12,600,000 un ore, Germany maiutains a standing army of 

20,000 men, with the machinery for increasing that strength to 
1,000,000 within a single week; and the conclusion is furced upon 
Bim that there must be an American Army somewhere, if only 
he can find it. 

By tar the larger proportion of the American Army is on ser- 
vice westward of the Missouri] River. . . . At Fort Leaven- 
worth a general officer is in command, whose personal experien- 
Ces have been widely varied, and whose accumulated wealth ot 
information of military topics in the Far West is equalled only by 
his cuurteous readiness to communicate that information ; he 
will fiod alsu a school tor instruction fur officers that bids fair, as 
it develups—at present it is only tn its first youth—to take rank 
as a staff college vt bigh order; and he will find, too, a military 
prison which will turnish the investigator—he being a Briton— 
with some curious material for compsrison and contrast. 

Bince the rack and the knout were abvlished, thers is, perhaps, 
Ro more terribie iustitution in the world than a British military 
prison. Its spirit is relentlessly punitive. It makes pariahes of 
its entrauts by the wanton crupping of their hair to the very 
bene. . . . No good conduct avails the prisoner toward the 
mitigation of his sentence; he has to “dree his weird’”’ to the last 
hour. Aud when release comes to him, unless his crime has 
been heinous enough tv have earned him the consummation of 
dishonorable discharge trom the army on the conclusien of his 
term of punishment, he gocs back into the ranks, it may be in- 
spired with so wholesome a horror of the military prison that he 
Vows never again to incur the ri-k of entering its gloomy portals; 
but more often with a sullen desperation, increased in most cases 
by the hopeless burden of debt curtailing bis pay, that makes 
him worthiess as asoldicr, and that prompts him to no matter 
what recklessness of effort to break the hated bonds that hold 
hin: to military service. 

Had Fort Leaveuworth military prison been designed as 8 con- 
trast to this picture, the radical differences between it and a 
British military prison could not be stronger. Before its portals 
are reached, tne prisoner destived for it bas generally ceased to 
be a soldier. Once inside the prison, his hair is left unto him, 
and he is assigned qu:rters in an airy barrack-room, far more 
comfortable than the tent or adobe hut which, as likely as not, 
he had been occupying when with hiscompany. Here he has 
his bed frum the first night, and the liberty of unrestrained con- 
Versation with his fellow prisoners. His food is the liberal 
ration issued to the American soldier, better indeed than the 
ration which the latter eats in remote siations, and supplemented 
in season by the produce of the prison garden tilled by the 
Prisoners themselves. He eats this food in the company of bis 
teliows, in a spacious dining hall, equipped in a fashion so civi- 
lized as would shame a British barrack-room. The labor to 
which he is put is some handicrait, the practice of which mean- 
while has a ratioval iuterest for him, and the conversance with 
which, acquired iu prison, may turnish him with an honest 
livelihood when again he shall beafree man. He is treated in 
every way as a rational being, rather than, asis the case with a 
British military prisoner, as a dug that has misbehaved and that 
is ever watching for a chance to wisvebave again. He is allowed 
au individual treedom of action that is simply startling to the 
British observer of him; said freedum of action complicated 
only by the outer wall and by the bulletsin the rifles of the 
prison guard. . . . By good conduct he can shorten considerably 
his term of confinemeut. When that expires, he goes out into 
the world, supplied with a suit of decent clothes—for it is held 
crueity to stamp him with a convict brand—the possessor of a 
small sum of money, and of a railway warrant for bis conveyance 
to the place of his evlis:ment. Yet further to mark his rehabili- 
tation, if bis prison conduct has been exemplary, he receives 8 
certificate that entitles him to re-enlist in the Army, if he should 
have the inclination #0 to do. 


After dwelling upon the contrast this affords to 
British administration, and describing the advantages 
offered enlisted men in our Army in pay, rations, etc., 
Mr. Forbes goes on to say: ‘‘ The ‘enlisted man’ of 
the American Army may attain any rank in that arm. 
The present Adjutant-General began his military career 
in this capacity, earning his promotion therefrom by 
gallantry in the Mexican war. It is the common belief 
in Enrope that all officers of the American Regular 
Army are graduates of West Point ; but this is quite an 
error. Take the cavalry arm, containing four hundred 
and thirty-two officers. Of this arm, thirty-eight have 
been enlisted men, commissioned directly from the 
lower ranks of the Regular Army. But this in nowise 
represents the proportion of officers who have begun 
their military career as ‘enlisted men.’ Eighty first 
joined the Army as private soldiers of volunteer regi- 
ments employed during the Civil war. Thus of the 
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four hundred and thirty-two cavalry officers in the: 
American Army, there are 20 fewer than one hundred 
and eighteen ‘ rankers,’ as officers who have risen from 
the ranks are called in the Britisharmy. These Ameri- 
can ‘rankers’ do not people the lower grades, as is 
mostly the case with the British ‘ranker.’ There are 
one lieutenant-colonel, five majors, one chaplain, 
seventy-two captains, and thirty-nine lieutenants. And 
it must be noted that in the American cavalry there are 
no riding masters, who, in the British cavalry, are in- 
variably ‘rankers,’ while all of the adjutants and 
quartermasters in the American cavalry commenced 
their military career as commissioned officers, in contra- 
distinction to the British custom of filling these appoint- 
ments with officers promoted from theranks. Thus the 
‘ ranker’ officerhood of the American cavalry is swelled 
not at all by reason of promotion from the ranks to 
appointments, to fill which, in the British cavalry, quite 
three-fourths of the promotions of this description are 
made. No Army iu the world presents to its soldiers 
advantages and opportunities comparable to these which 


I have set forth.” 
Contrasting the pay of our Army with that of the 


British service Mr. Forbes says: 


A second lieutenantin the american infantry commences on 
an annual income of fourteen hundred dollars, increasing by ten 
per cent. annuaily, for each five years’ service in the same grade 
until an increase of forty per cent. has been reached. The cor- 
responding pay in the British army is iess thau five huudred 
doliars a year—barely enough to pay the mess bill. A captain in 
the American Army enjoys an income of twu thousand dollars a 
year, increasing ten per cent. for each five years o1 service in 
that rank. Captain de Boots of Her Majesty’s Piuugers might 
contemplate with more indifference the shrinkage in the parent- 
al rent-rull couid he find himselt ia p jon of a prc iopai 
income of tour hundred pounds a year, iucreasing by quinquen- 
vial installments of torty pounds each. A colonel in tue Ameri- 
can service draws an anuual revenue of three thousand five hun- 
dred dollars, rising by quinqueunial instaliments to four thou- 
sand four hundred aud eighty dollars. A major-general has 
seven tl d five h ddoliars. All tuese incomes are ex- 
clusive of quarters, fuel, and iorage, on at least as liberal a scale 
as in the British army. The spirit pervading the pay-scaie of the 
ufficerhood of the American Army is tuat Le who seicCts it as Lis 
profession shall have an adequate incume ou which to live, no 
matter what his rank, an income yielded by his prefession reasun- 
ably on a par with the professional incomes of wther callings 
throughout the repubiic ; whereas the key-note to the Enylisu 
scale is that private resources ust supplement tue iuadequate 
professioual pittance. Tuere is uo reason why the Americau offi- 
cer, even of the junior ranks, cannot effect savings from his pay. 
Indeed, it has been told to me ou good authority that when on 
service west of the Missouri ‘“‘he cannot heip saving uniess he 
drinks or gambles.” 

Its “retired pay” is unique in the liberality of it; and this 
sure provision amply cumpensates for auy inadequacy which may 
be appareut between the service pay aud the incomes yielded by 
successful devotion to civilian avucatiuns. . . . . Idounot 
ask the British boy-subaltern, his health permanently shattered 
by a cam jaign in Ashantee or Atglanistan, to iaucy Limself the 
life pc of a pension of £210 a year; or the grizzled wajor, 
worn out by long aud hard suldiering, tu conceive his retirement 
ou the comiortabie income of £6U0a year. Imagination can uu- 
dergo only a certain strain. But what for tue Britich vilicer 
would de an inc ivable chi . is for the American officer 
& pleasant, matter-of-fact reality. Uncle Sam is chary vi holiow 
hunors; he bas not his hands fuli ot twopenuy-halipenny 
medal. and obsolete crosses, to fling as dust intu the eyes of his 
sons ; but he pays them tairty while they serve him, and he re- 
tires them to decent and self-respecting competency. 

But it Uncle Sam isa good paymaster, he iu nowise believes 
in throwing his money away. He will have his tair day’s 
work for his tuir day’s wage. And he keeps only lauds 
enough to do that work, so that the American Army is uot cum- 
bereu by a throug of idie generals, incompetent for coumand, 
yet crowding the roster for promotion ; aud of half-pay officers, 
who do not care foror whocanuot findemployment. He em- 
ploys no more hands than he can utilize ; and when a man is no 
more fit for work he has to accept his retirement, with its decor- 
ous allowance. 

But America does not follow the example of Britain 
in seeking to exalt the military profession into the 
position of a profession @elite ; essaying to feed with 
sugar-plums the men for whom the profession purveys 
very scanty fare of any other descriptiou, ‘‘ Uncle Sam 
does sot spend much time in inventing excuses for 
short-comings. His axiom isa roughly practical one— 
‘ Merit and success are synonymous; failure spells in- 


competence.’” 


McClellan indeed got a long rope; but how short was the rope 
accorded to Pope, who came east with a meritorious record 
earned in the west, and against whose chances of success befure 
Washington a concourse of circumstances combined. A sinyle 
battle, which was simply not a success, sufficed to roll Hooker’s 
head in the saw dust. The history of that war is strewn with a 
litter of commanders who ceased to command for the simple 
reason that they did not succeed. Again, command to a British 
officer, whether he achieves failure or success, invariably results 
in something advantageous. He is never disgraced, he fre- 
quently is promoted; he alwaysis decorated. England became 
a K.O. B.and got a division; Cheloisford was madea G.C. B., 
and his triends were chagrined that he was not made a lieutenant- 
general; Peacock, who marched three miles in as many months, 
was made aC. M.G., rathera feeble testimonial of merit, and 
nevertheless acomplimwent. Pope I find to-day a brigadier-gen- 
eral in substantive rank; he was s major-general by brevet 
twenty years ago. Meade, who won Gettysburg, the most mo- 
mentous battle of modern terms, and who technically com- 
manded the Army of the Potomac when Lee surrendered to it, 
died a major-general. Compare with Meade’s scantiness of're- 
ward, and witi Hancock’s simple major-general’s command of 
to-day, the honors heaped on sir Garnet Wolseley ior the Ashan- 
tee expedition—a creditable affair, doubtless, but pace the British 
Lion, scarcely comparable with (iettysburg. Three men of ail 
the chieis engaged in the American civil war have attained 
exceptional, two, previously unexampled, honors; with these 
exceptions, and with three others (tue existing major-generals 
who hold to-day the rank they theu held), all others siii! in ser- 
vice are occupying positions of marked military inferiority to 
those they filled nearly a score of years ago. Warren and Parke 
were corps commanders in the war; to day they are doing duty 

lieut t-cul j gi Gillmore nineteen years ago 
was in independent command, with the rank of major-general, uf 
operations against Charleston; and the reductiun oi Fort Wagner, 
Morris Isiand and Sumter, ranks in intriusic magnitude above 
any military operation in which Great Britain has been engaged 
since the Crimean War, if Lucknow and Delhi be excepted; yet 
Gillmore to-day is serving as a lieutenaut-culonel of engineers. 

P. St. George Couke eutered the American Army in 1827. He 
saw service iu Mexico during the civil war, and on the Fiains 
against the indi and be carned tue rank of brevet major- 
general. This veteran joined the retired list in 1873, aiter o 
service of over forty-five years, and the grade om which he retired 
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was that ofa brigi - Had he been 4 British officer, 
would ere pow have survived into the rank of fied warshal. 
William OC. Bartlett appears in the “ Army “as a lieu- 
tenant-in the 3d Infantry; his brevet as b: of vol- 
unteers is dated seventeen years ago. 

America sent asits military attaché to the Russian army for 

the campaign of ‘77-78, s yo! engineer Meutenant. 
officer had to struggle against the disadvantages incident to the 
inieriority of his rank. But he did honor to his couniry and its 
army by writing the standard history of the Russo-Turkish war, 
a work of so morit that the Russian general staff has 
adopted it as an obligatory study tor its aspirante—a work that 
has become the text k of that war to every student of the art 
military. To-day this officer is plodding alopg in the rank he 
held before the American subaltern took rank among the military 
historians of the world. The Russian Emperor had conferred on 
him not a few medalsand decorations, sume in appreciation of 
his knowledge of his profession, others iu compliment to that 
personal courage of wuich his constaut presence in the forefrunt 
of operations was truitful in occasions for the proof. But these, 
in ite austerity, the nation throuyt ite Congress has deuted him 
the privilege of wearing. England also had a military attaché 
with the Russians—an cfficer whose rank was that of captain and 
lieutenant-colonel in the Guards. He wrote no history of the 
war; but his «ervices were rewarded with a iull colunelcy in the 
army, overstepping ove hundred and twenty seniors; an appoint- 
meut ss aide-de-camp to the Queen; the pusitiun of first y 
to the Vienna Embassy; and permission to wear the order con- 
ierred on him by the Russian Ewperor. The Abyssinian expedi- 
tiuu was almost exclusively au affair of commissariat, supplies, 
and transportation; a meaal was granted for it, Uut the fighting 
done in it was infinitesimal. Yor his successfri conduct of this 
operation a British general was made a peer; received a money 
graut, the thauks of Parliameut, and uther hosors and rewards, 
‘be officer who in his capacity of quartermaster-general 80 
organized and carried out the system of supplying tue 
Federal Armies throughout the whule ot the civil war, that scar. 
city was only twice kuuwn aud that plenty ull but universally 
reigned, beld that houorable and ovorvus positiun tor 20 years 
with the rank of a brigadier-general; and when he ret the 
other day, had Lis major-geverai’s brevet converted iuto substan- 
live rank for retirement purposes, 2s an exceptional honor ac- 
corded enly in recognition of a career so meriturious. 

Mr. Forbes closes with a contrast between the polish 
and trimness of an English command, and the want in 
our Army of what is known as smartness. He says: 
** At the first glance, an English cavalry officer, accus- 
tomed to the polish and trimness of his own command, 
might be excused for standing aghast in horror at the 
aspect of such a squadron of horsemen as that which I 
saw on parade at Camp Cummings, ready in every item 
for active service. The accoutrements of Turkish 
Tcherkesses were scarcely dinzier. But, as the impres- 
sion of slovenliness wore off, it became apparent that 
to the minutest detail everything was contrived for and 
subordinated to practical utility. In fine, a detachment 
of American cavalry on march might, to the European 
conversant with standing armies, bear a suspicious 
resemblance to banditti; but it is carefully equipped 
for the kind of service on which it is employed, and 
possesses a practical adaptability that would probably 
occasion some astonishment in another kind of ‘warfare, 
on the part of more conventional cavalry fresh from the 
barrack-yard. To the infantry, mutatis mutandis, ap- 
plies much that has been said of the cavalry. It 
marches light, unincumbered by knapsacks; it carries 
the ammunition purposefully in the waist-belt ; it does 
not bother with the bayonet incumbrance. It is armed 
with the Springfield rifle, a strong-shooting, far-carrying 
weapon ; it wears neither stock nor standing collar; it 
has the helmet for hot weather; and its boots are sus- 


ceptible of improvement.” 


Tue Senate Military Committee again took up the 
nomination of Assistant Surgeon General Charles H. 
Crane to the rank of surgeon-general, at its meeting on 
Weduesday, and again laid it over until next meeting 
without coming to definite action. The opposition 
against him is said to be increasing, though it is gener- 
ally conceded that he will be reported favorably from 
the committee and confirmed. The sub-committee, to 
whom the nomination was referred, consisting of 
three members, is reported to be one in favor, one op- 
posed and the third still undecided. There is also under- 
stood to be some hitch on the nominations of one or two 
other surgeons, a question of law being involved. 














Szotion 4, Act of Congress, approved June 23, 1879, 
provides that when a vacancy occurs in the office of 
professor of the French language or in the office of 
professor of the Spanish language in the Military 
Academy, both these offices shall cease, and the re- 
maining one of the two professors shall be professor of 
modern languages, etc. By the retirement of the pro- 
fessor of Spanish, Patrice de Janon, on June 80, this 
act took effect, and, in consequence, Gen. George L. 
Andrews, professor of French, who remained, was 
nominated to the Senate July 8, 1882, as professor of 
modern languages at the U. 8. Military Academy, and 
confirmed July 18. 


Apviogs from Arizona this week report a sharp tus- 
sle between troops of the 8d and 6th U. 8. Cavalry 
under Major Chaffee and renegades from San Carlos, 
at Chevions Fork, about 45 miles from Fort Verde, 
The result was the defeat of the Indians with a death 
list reported of twenty-six.

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THE NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The meeting of the S:nite Nivil Conmittee this 
week was alinost entirely devoted to discussing the Na- 
val Appropriation bill. Tuere is not a single member 
of the’ coo vittee, as f.r as can be learned, that is in 
accord with the proposed reorganization on the person- 
nel of the Navy. This is evident from the amendment 
offered by Mr. Miller, of California, which, after being 
thoroughly discussed, was adopted and submitted to the 
Senate as an amendment from the Committee. It is as 
foliows: ‘Strike out all after the word ‘law,’ in line 
75, down tv and including the word ‘grade,’ in line 116; 
strike out all after the word ‘ dollars,’ in line 139, down 
to and includiog the word ‘pay,’ in line 162. Strike 
out all after the word ‘dollars,’ in line 176, d>wn toand 
includiog the word * limited’ in line 183, and insert the 
following : 

“A Commision consisting of nine members, to wit: Two 
Senator:, to be designated by the President pro tempore of 
the S-nite ; three Representatives in Congress, to be desig- 
nated by the S,eaker of the House; the Secretary of the Na- 
vy, and three officers of the Nivy, to be desigiated by the 
Prssileat of the Uuited States, is hereby constituted and 
appointed a Board or Commis-ion to consider all matters re- 
lating to the proper reJuction of the official list of the Navy, 
and the adjustment of the several grades and corps thereof, 

said Com nissio 1 t> make report thereon to Congress at its 
next session. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to 
detail an o fiver t > act as secretury and to employ such clerks 
and sten »gcaphers as m sy be neces-ary; and said Commission 
shall hive power to sead for persons and papers.” 

Tais amendment practically strikes out all the legis- 
lation iu the bill, a3 will be seen by reference to the bill 
as reported from the Senate Appropriation Committee 
last week. In its place it provides for the appointment 
of a committee to inquire into the practicability of re- 
ducing the official list of the Navy. 

Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, offered io the Senate 
oa Tics lay, the following amendments to the bill:

As the bill has been laid aside in the Senate to await 
action vo the [aternal Revenue bill, it is uot likely to 
come up until next week. Mr. Sherman has given 
notice that he will move its recommitment to the 
Seuate Committee on Aopropriations, with instructions 
ts» strike out all the new legislation and confine it to its 
legitimate purp»se a3 an appropriation bill. Tnis an- 
nouocement, the character of the amendments offered

In answer to an insinuation to the contrary Mr. Lo- 
gan, in the Senate, on Wednesday, said that the appro- 
priation committee bad not detained the bill one day on 
account of the legislation on ‘t. He added; ‘I want 
to say, in order to relieve the mind of any person who 
may be alarmed about it, that many attempts have been 
made to reorganize the Army and the Navy, and there 
is an influence around Washington City which has 
alway prevented the reorganization of the Army or 
Navy except on an appropriation bill. I sayto Senators 
now that they cannot name a reorganization of the 
Army from the war to the present time which has not 
been done on an appropriation bill, for the very reason 
that every attempt which bas been made legitimately to 
do it has found an influence that defeated it either in 
one house or the other. That is the only way the Army 
has ever been reorganized, and so with the Navy. 
There is an absolute necessity for some reorganization 
in these branches of the service, and when there is no 
way by which it can be done, when Congress has not 
the power to do it except on a bill of this kind, it be- 
comes the uuty of Congress to do that in the best man- 
ner which it can. So far as the question is concerned 
about the seorganization of the Navy, I will say to 
Senators right here on every proposition of reorgan’za- 
tion in the naval bill doubtless the committee that did it 
are prepared to defend it. I, for one, am perfectly wil!- 
ing to take that question when it comes up and discuss 
it with any Senator as to_the propriety of that portion 
of the bill.”

The Euglish sent word to 
the representatives of other nationalitics, but all refused 
help except the Americans. The Americans also did ex- 
cellent service in checking a fire that broke out, arresting 
it altogether at several points. They went aboard their 
vessels at night, but a fresh party was landed next day. 
Many houses were blown up by the English and Amer- 
ieans in order to stop the fire. One of the A’rerican 
sailors was cut down by his officer, Lieutenant Graham, 
for bad behevior. The correspondent of the Daily Tel- 
eyraph sends from Alexandria under date of July 18: 
**I visited the American consulate to-day, and found it 
occupied by 60 American marines and 20 sailors, with a 
small gun. The houses around being on fire, the 
Americaus were preparing to blow them up in order to 
save the consulate. How the Americans managed to 
t gunpowder iato the square is a mystery, as the air 
is literally full of sparks. However, they succeeded, 
and brought down the houses in the vicinity of the con- 
sulate and the Palace of Justice. So bad was the con- 
dition of the streets that the American marines insisted 
on guarding us to our landing place, many cu!-throats 
being abroad. 

General Stone Pacha is giving Admiral Seymour the 
benefit of his knowledge of the country. The Galena 
has returned to Malta. The forts are reported to be in 
a complete state of ruin. The effect of the explosion of 
the great shells is said to have been terrible. The 
strongest walls had crumbled, and it is a marvel how 
the Egytians fought their guus so long. 

The New York Herald correspondent, who reports 
this, says: ‘‘I have carefully questioned the foreign 
naval officers. and they are nearly unanimous iv think- 
ing that the fleet fired with greater precision than they 
believed possible. The Americans were particularly 
enthusiastic. They took careful observations of each 
shot, and state that the result establishes the fact that 
in a quiet sea a large ship is at no disadvantage against 
a fort, and a small ship is at much less than was sup- 
. The German otticers expressed a similar opinion, 
while the Austrians were much less complimentary.” 

The Agincourt, Salamis, Northumberland—the latter 
with 700 men—and the hired transport Nerisst with 
Major-General Allison, sailed for Alexandria from Ni- 
cosia, Cyprus, last Saturday morning. The Tamar, 
with 91 marines, arrived at Limassol during the night, 
and sailed at once for Alexandria. The torpedo boats 
at Devonport have been ordered to prepare for sea, and 
it is believed that they are to be used for patrolling the 
Suez Canal. It is reported that the reserve squadron, 
under the Duke of Edinburgh, is also to be sent to

As to the result of the English occupation of Egypt 
Mr. Edward Dicer, in an article in the Fortnightly 
Review, says: 

‘Our first site in Egypt, be it by larceny or be it by 
emption, will be the almost certain egg of a North 
African Empire, that will grow and grow until anther 
Victoria and another Albert, titles of the lake sources of 
the White Nile, come within our borders, and till we 
finally join hands across the Equator with Natal and 
Cape Town.” 

A despatch of July 20 reports that Arabi’s outposts 
were appreaching Alexandria and the British troops 
were reconnoitering. It is not kaown whether Arabi 
means to attack the city. This approach creates much 
excitement, as Admiral Seymour is not well prepared 
for any vigorous attacks. Arabi has sent emissaries to 
Tripoli, Tunis and Syria to preach a holy war and to 
remind the people of Ei Mendi’s rapid approach north- 
ward. At the same time he Jays stress on the ba.ren 
advantage secured by the British through the occupa- 
tion of Alexandria and exhorts them to combined efforts 
toward the extermination of all Christian Powers on 
their soil. 

The Egyptian military authorities are reported to be 
n possession of a complete military survey of the Suez 
Canal, which was maiie by a competent Russian officer 
at the time of the last Turkish war, quietly and without 
giving rise to any suspicions. The officer fixed upon 
two points at which it would be easy to block the 
channel. Troops continue to be sent to Egypt and the 
Eoglish are rubbing their hands with glee at the dis- 
covery that they are able to put a force of 25,000 men 
into the field ut short notice.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


StTatwarrt says: G,O, 91, Headquarters Army, A. G. O., De- 
cember 16, 1881, states ‘‘ That crime (desertion) may be briefly de- 
fiued as an unauthorized absence, accompauizd by au inteution 
of not returning. Both elements must be proved, but the second 
is the gist of tue off-nce.” . . . J left my command without 
leave, to look aiter a civil suit, When away I wrote to my com 
mandivg olficer 'elling him why I bad leit aud that I would re- 
turn just as soon as the civi! matters were disposed of. I wrote 
more than ovce, I did so return, was tried for desertion, fouud 
gulity, notwitnetandiug evidence being submitted tu the court 
of my intention to return, seutenced tu dishonorable discharze, 
etc., which was executed, Have I been properiy dealt with ? 
Can the case be revp2ned and justice done me? Ans.—Chea dia- 
tinctiun between a desertion and an ab-ence with out leave con- 
sists in the inteution not to return. Wuen you executed the 
contract of enlistment with the United States you subordinated 
all your movements for five years to military duty. You say you 
were compelled to! leave on account uf a civil suit or submit to 
great Injustice. This was no excuse fur your absence. The 
statement thata few hours after leaving you wrote a letter to 
your comm inding officer saying that as soon as the civil suit 
were over, and you could do £o iu justice to yourself you would 
retucn, coustituted no proper explanativu. You were absent 
seven months, aud althuugh your ietter was properly presented 
in evidence the court reasunabiy conciuded that with such an in 
definite id: a of returning as you assumed yuu bad. taken in cun- 
nection with your unusual absence, ttat you were a deserter. 
We think the court was iully justified in ite findings. Were it 
otherwise, any deserter might leave a note saying that he was 
gviug to work fora year tosupport his family aud wuuld then 
return, snd if apprehended coud thus avuid the graver crime of 
desertion for absence without leave. The mere fact that you sur- 
rendered yourself, having been reported a deserter, gives yuu, 
after so long an absence Du greater claim to exemptiou from the 
penalty, as you may have reported turough apprelieusion of the 
consequences. The miuor offence of absence without leave may 
properly be said to be applicable only to minor absences and not 
to au intentionally prolunged one of seven months. The tieneral 
Court-martial exercised its reasonable discretion, aud you were 
therefore properly cunvicted. 

P. E. V., under date of July 16, asks when a vacancy will oocur 
in the 4th Congressional District of New York at the U. 8. M. A., 
West Point? Ans.—Lhe cadet at present representing this dis- 
trict will not graduate until June, 18385.

N. D. C. asks: Please tell me the longest range of caanon now 
used and the distance they can throwa ball. Ans.—It puts an 
excessive and useless strain on heavy guns to elevate them for 
range, and as they are not ordinarily tested for ranye there are 
no statistics that we kaow of which would enabie us to answer 
your questions pvusitively. The Lyman Haskell multi-charge 
gun, guw about ready ior testiug claims a range of 10 or 12 
miles. Ifit acoomplishes it, its rauge will be beyond that of any 
gupv. We believe Mr. Wentworth some years ago tested one of 
nis small guns for rauge, eievating it at an angle of about 40 deg. 
The range ubtaiued was 7,648 yards. a little over 53g miles. Mod- 
ern guns have a greater range. The possible range of the 82-ton 
gun of the Jn flexidle is seven miles. 

A CORRESPONDENT asks: Please inform me through your col- 
umns what tue penalty is for pot gcing with a regiment on the 
State Encampment, both the 12th aud 22d. Is there any fine 
attached toit? Ans.—Tae penalty is trial by Court-martial aud 
such fiue as the court may direct.

- RHODE [ISLAND ENCAMPMENT. 


Tue spot selected for the encampment of the Rhode Island 
Militia this year was Oskland Beach, about three miles from 
Rocky Point, and directly on Narragansett Bay. I arrived 
on Monday afternoon and found the camp all pitched and 
ready. This had boen done by details fromthe command 
under the direction of Capt. Howe, Eagineer officer of the 
Brigade. Two lines were run for the teat poles with a transit 
and stakes driven at the measured intervals, where the polls 
would stand. Then the stakes were pulled up and the poles 
set where the stakes had beea. Tae result of this pains- 
taking work was the most perfect cam) I ever saw, nota 
tent in the command six inches outof the mathematical 
line. 

The camp was arranged as follows: Next to the rail 
which raus along parallel to the shore and separated from 
by @ beautifal open grove of white and black ouks, with a 
superb turf uoder foot, was the camp of the 1+t Battalion. 
The tents were pitched by the compauies facing inwards. di- 
vided ia the ceutre uf the 6 compunies by a street of 40 feet 
(double width). On each side were 8 lines of tente, with 
streets twenty feet wide, and all facing this cevtral street. 
On the right of the lines of compiny tents was the line of 
company officers’ tents, 30 feet from the companies, and 
facing them. Directly opposite the centre of the donble 
streei, aud 85 feet from the line of company officers’ tents 
were the two tents of the battalion commander lovking down 
the centre of the wide street, while the tents of the battalion 
staff ran in V shaped lines from the battalion commanders’ 
tents towards the line of company officers’ tents, The effeot 
of os — was that of a paralielogcam with a head like a 
tete du pon 

Behind the commanding officer’s two tents was the im- 
mense circular, tents for the battalion mess, with a separ 
rate apartment screened off for the otticers’ mess. 

Thus the commanding officer could look right down the 
centre of the camp. At an interval of 8) feet cam> the next 
battalion, aud so on, the — Battery — the left of this 
parallelogram, and the cavalry thrown back iu the form of a 
crochet on the left flank for want of room. The order be- 
ing 1st Battalion, next to the railroad, 2d Battalion, 5th Bat- 
talion, 4th Battalion, Light Battery A, and on the flank 
Companies A and B, cavalry. This camp occupied a level 
plain, about 1,000 feet square, without a tree or bush on it 
(sandy soil). Itis hard to imagine a neater sight than was 
presented. The tents were white and clean, the lives mathe- 
matically correct, while the V shaped described by 
the field aud staff tents, gave an agreeable variety to right 
line uniformity. Every tent but three in the brigade was 
neatly floored at the men's own expense; 180 men had done 
this work uader the able direction of Capt. Howe, an accom- 
plished civil engineer. 

Duriog Monday night the cavalry and the battery arrived and 
at lu.4v Luesday mourning tue infautry came, They disembarked 
wituout loss of tamo, turmed at once aivugside the track sud march. 
ed to their camps. No contusion; not amument wasted; no yelli 
or straguling; well ciused up, aud the rauks of tuur tairly psn 9 
This wouid do credit tu veterans, and wax the auspicious begin. 
niug of a successtul week. About 11.15 brigade guard-mounting 
took place, preceded by a battalion guard-mount in each camp 
for purposes of instruction, and tuis is always dune. It would be 
unfair to criticise severely the first ceremony in a brigade when 
uearly ove third of the command were enlisted on June 9, but I 
give it at some length, that the report of the last day may give an 
idea of the progress made. 
in marching up two details broke badly. The general appear- 
auce of the men was particularly creditable, in that they hau just 
come from a dusty railroad journey. The non-commissioued offi- 
cers passed arou.cd the flanks, inetead of through thes bo- 
tween platoons, at the commaud officers aud non-com ioned 
officers to the tront avd centre, march While these were being 
verified the ranks were very unsteady, moving hands, aud iu one 
case & sUpernuMerary eDgaged in conversation with » spectator, 
During iuspection of arms this unsteadivess continued, the men 
laudliug their muskets, adjusting their suakos, etc., after tue in- 
specting officer had them. Parade rest very bad, the stuck of 
one musrket turned the wrong way. While the band sounded off the 
guard was quite steady. The attention and present srms bad, 
though the officers’ salute was very good. In marching in review 
one platwon broke badiy in the second wheel. Tue first platoon 
marcued by very well, the second fairly; officers’ salute gvo!, in 
jact ufficers well instructed th guvut the y. Retormed 
line well. As the guard presented a picce trum the light battery 
was fired, the flag was rua up upou anew and very handsome 
flagstaff, just in front of the brigade headquarters, and Camp 
Buruside was officially inaugurated. 

In the afternoon the 5th and 4th battalions were inspected by 
Captain Edward Field, 4th Arc.,U.5.A, The 5th’s foar companies 
louked fairly. Tue men are unusually good, and considering the 
large number of recruits, very suldierly. I was struck with their 
neatly cut hair, their steadiness while being inspected, and espe- 
cially with their admirable stacking of arms and uuslinging and 
unpacking of knapsacks,a poiut in which many a regular com- 
pany could take a hint trom them, tor | bave seen some atrociuus 
stacking dove in some excellent regimeuts, Their uniforms 
showed entirely too much wear tor the time they have been used, 
indicating a want of care. The fit was oiten bad, the trousers 
beiug especially baggy. This, by the way, is not the iauit ot the 
company or regimental commanders, as there 1s no provision for 
alter.ny uviforws, and unless a man is willing to pay fur it bim- 
self tuere is no means of making bim duit. The muskets were 
very badly bandied in inspection of arms, many meu oardly 
briuging their hands as high as the breast; opeu b.xes also 
ragged. It suould be borne in mind, huwever, tbat a l.tze uumber 
vt these men Lave beeu tu service a littie over a mouth, and under 
the circumstances the battaliun p ted # very creditabie appear- 
ance, the general air of intelligenve, subriety aud intercat going a 
long way, in my estimatiun, tu atone Jor deficiencies iu technical 
excellepce. Tue battalion was then dismirecd, and iu m 
back I wae struck with tue solidity and t o! the oul 
of jours. ‘The leugth of step aud cadence were unusually good. 
Mejor Moran commanded this battalion, a veterau of the war, as 
are all tue commanders of the Infantry battalious, the Battery aad 
Cavairy companies. 

The 4th ba:talion of two companies (colored) was next i 
Their general appesrance was vecy fine, uniforms neat, clean and 
well-fitting; meu large, erect and very soldierly. There is no 
doubt abuut it, negroes are in many respects pec qualified 
for soldiers. The pride and pleasure they take in the pruiession 
of arms, their fue physical qualities and habits of subordination 
are ail strong points im their favor. The manual during inspec- 
tium was geueraliy fair, while several bruught up their pieces 
with that peculiar snap which gladdeus the heart of an old sol- 
dier. This organization wes commanded by Major Long, a vet- 
eran, and conteius quite a sprinkling of old soldiers. Tue camps 
of these organizatious wers then iorpected aud found in commen 
with all tue brigade, in beautitui order. Tue mess arrauge- 
ments ave probably the most complete and most satistactory ofaa 
orgauization that has gone iuto camp this year, in fact it woul 
be difficult to say bow it conld have been bettered. I tasted the 
meals in vearly all tue battalions aud fuund the men faring quite 
as well as tue officers, and buth a better than they 
would have done vad they been boarding at the large, handsome 
hotel on the beach. Tue amount aliowed OF oh man was eighty 
cents, tue actual cost was trom $1 to $1.25 coffze--well, } only

We closed last week's report of the proceedings of the 12th 
regiment at camp with the comp:ny dril] on Thursday 
morning, July 13, which was conducted in a manner to give 
clear and convivcing proof uf gradual but steady improve- 
ment in soldiersbip of bi th officers and men. Guard mount- 
ing was still a further proof in this direction, yet it must not 
be inferred that it was executed 1n a perfect manner. First 
sergeants were still hesitaiing and undecided ia marching on 
their details, and although they committed no actual blun- 
’e 8, yet their movements did not show tbat promptness and 
fr edom from embarrassment which should characterize the 
scuons of men who th rough!y know whut they are about, 
(. is a mys"e y why they should get excited about a trifling 
matter of murching a detachment of 6 or 8 men on toa well- 
efived line-ard in a certsin succession with which they are 
all fauiiar. The Colonel, whosuperintended the ceremony, 
uo duubdt realized tuis defect, for when the regular guard 
nouuting was completed and the guard had cleared the 
;rounu, he ordered « special rehearsal of this part of the 
erformauce by details made from the different companies, 
wuich had to repeat the marching on the line uvtil both 
ergesn's and meu showed a reasonable and satirfactory de- 
sree of promptuers iu their movements. Gua:d duty ite.f 
vas hardly better than before.

This was the Jast drill «f the 12th regimeut in camp, and 
ite sati-factory reenlt furni-hes ouly fartber confirmation of 
all the advanteges of the camp system, as claimed and pre- 
dicted by its inangurators. A progress, as shown by thix 
re,iment in this short pericd, from Siturday, July 8, till 
Priday. Jniy 14, con'd nt have been made in « year’s armory 
it+trusticn, and the f:uits of the experience thas gained wi] 
@enh less become »pp»rent in the vext drill season. The 
marked improvement in the beari: g of the men, and «ll thir 
disiingnixhes the so'dier, with the exc: ption of what is stated 
in regard to guard dntv, can hard'ly be appreciated by those 
who did not witnex« their arrival and dep ture. 

We have been informed that the men of this regiment had 
only one opportunity of performing guard duty, and thi- 
fact accounts for the compar-tively small progress made in 
this respect. It is true that during our visits to the encamp- 
ment of the 12th no instances where a sentry pe: formed his 
duty quite properly came under our notice. TLere was very 
little improve:nent io carrying the muskets, salutes were im 
perfectly rendered, men sti!l called out ‘- post” No. —, when 
requiring the corporal, and the mode of challenging at night 
War as crude on the last «8 on the first night. We have paid 
particular attention to sentries at night and in no case were 
we ever challenged in the proper manner by the words ‘‘who 
comrs there.” It was either ‘* halt there” or ‘who goex 
there.” and the sertries instead of standing fast at charge 
bas onet and advancing the person challenging, would invari 
ably ran away from their beat toward the litter, In all this 
there was a leck of proper ivstruction by the officers and 
non-commixsioned officers of the guard, who, if they had 
been familiar with what was required, and vigilaut. could 
have remedied there defect» to a large extent At any rate 
there was Geners] Order No. 12, from State headquarters 
right at their elbow, and in the face of the iust:uctions 
contained therein it seems inexplicab’e whence these men 
derived their ontlandish medes of challenging. We do not 
lore sight of the fact that most of the officers and non 
commis-ioned officers were as inexperienced in guard duty 
as the men, and that all were here to lesrn, and this goes 
far towards an excuse for the lack of progress made by the 
seutinels, yet much more conld and should have been done 
to put the latter ov a proper footing. For instance, the 12tb 
has an sdvantage over most of the other rezimeut« by num 
bering amongst its field officers one who is a graduate from 
West Point, who has see considerable active service in the 
Army, and wh» is thoroughly familiar wita the whole sub- 
ject of guard duty. 

This is a camp for instruction. an articie of which others 
besides the men slone proved themselves sorely in need— 
a fact cemonstrated on the first d»y. Now did i 
ever occur to any one what advantages conid have been de- 
rived from detailing this experienced otticer to tuke general 
charge of guard duty. or in other words as a ** coach” to 
the guard? Even with the fullest printed or written in- 
structions the whv and wherefore of the different forms and 
modes of proc+dure are very seldom cl-ar to the mere 
theoretical student without practical experience, who although 
he may h»ve hi< lessou ever so well at besrt i+ stil propiug 
jo the dark; but might read ly be set right by a few words 
of explanation, This explanation was lacking here ; guar. 
duty was performed as best it might in a rou‘ine manver. 
and the regiment went away with less improvement in thi-~ 
rexpect as might bave been had. The whole camp aff :ir 
was a school, and the fsct of having an officer superivtend 
ing the conduct of guard duty in all ite bearings, as per- 
formed by all connected therewith. from the offi‘er of the 
day down, would bave been entirely proper und of great 
advantage, in as much #8 many vfticers, and at least a score 
of the brightest men, v uld have been brought to under 
stand ihe su! ject thoroughly, and these distributed through 
tle regiment would have formed an excellent nucieus on 
future occasions. We think the regiment Jost a great chance 
here. 

In all other respects the regiment acqu:tted itself very 
creditably ; the conduct of the men on all occasions war 
that of gentlemen; the camp was conducted under av 
admirable system of orders, and the men kept np the spiri' 
of obedience and their great eagerness to learn, ou which we 
commended favorably in our last week’s report. to the lust. 
It seem that they did not take as well with the natives as 
their predecessors, the 231, for which there seems to be no 
palpable reason, for a beiter behaved, soberer .¢t »f men 
never +lept under canvas. If what ww reported i» tue that 
the 28d represented thix regiment before its arrival as a lot 
of **tonghs.” this action was an ungenerous ove, aud quite 
inconrisient with the reputation and social status claimed by 
tLe 23d regiment. Tiue or not true, this report is proven 
fa]-e ov iis face ly the record made by the members of the 
12th, both officially and private, as appears from the camp 
records and the testimony of all wuo observed and déali 
With them. 

Guard mounting on Friday morving was as good a cere- 
mony as mivht be desired. and «after its completion the regi 
ment began preparations for d+ parture. When the steamer 
Log Br wh bearing the 11'h was sighted the regiment was 

ormed along the road leading from the guard house to the 
camp, and after rendering the nual pre-eut arms co the 11th 
re-umed its march tv the boat, embarked without delay 
was paid off during the voyage. landed at the foot of 22d 
street, and marched up 5th »venue to the armory with eight 
commands of rix'een rolid files, when it was dismisred. The 
march through the stiectx was excellent, and copious ap- 
planse was received along the entire line,

The second chapterin the recor] of the Ist New York State 
encampment was completed on Friday, July 14, by the reliet ot 
the 12tm by the 11th regiment. uuder command ot Oovl, F. E. 
Unbekant. ‘Ihe iatter arrived at “ Roahvok’’ wharf ou tue 
steamer Long Branch about 2:30 p.m. and, f lowing its guard 
whicn bad di-embark-d immediately vn landing for the relief o1 
that of the regiment stationed at the camp, proceeded at ouce np 
the winding rvad which leads frum the Hadson River to the can- 
tonment, passed tne 12th, which was drawn up with arms pre- 
reuted at the entrance, wit the nsual salute, and broke rank» 
immed'ately on arrival ou the parade ground. 

The ficst impression of tue new garrison received throngh its 
guard was decidedly favorable; the manner in which it bad been 
marched up tu take the p'ace vf that of the 12th and tne carriage 
ot the seutries coutra-ting favorably with the periormauces ot 
the two regiments which had precede! it onthe day of their 
arrival at camp. There was no dunbt but these s«ntries made a 
very creditable showing tor ivexperienced bands. But this tavur- 
able impression was not @ lasting on-; the appearance ot the 
reyiment on parade at retreat dispelled 1t at onve. A worse per- 
formance can bardiy be iwagiued, neither officers ur men 
seemed tu have the «lightest idea of what was required of them, 
aud vot a vestige of military regularity could be uet-cred in the 
performance trum beginning toend, The furmation wae utterly 
Tagged, aud was climaxed by the captain of the let compan) 
marching Lis oomman:! to its place along the frunt of the entire 
liue; the men were unsteady irom tue word go; talking in ranks 
was upenly couducted without attempt of concealment; tue 
manual was bad; the band did noteyen try to make ap effort at 
steadiness; the fir-t sergeants reported improperiy; and at the 
concinsion of the parade the Ta instead of tie first ser, 


marched off the companies; in short the affsir was & ocumplete 
failure. Tne utter iueficieney of the eompeny 


menstrated at once, and if the short period of camp life allotted 
to this regiment was con-~{dered, it seemei vere doubtful that 
mrch improvement conid be made. Col. Unbekant and bis field 
offi-ers must certainly bave a dificult task in conducting the in- 
struction of the regiment noder this, the entire tack of support 
fr m the compsny officers, | the rexim-nt was to be pnt in any- 
thing like working order unnenal efforts were required to accc m- 
plush this—that was piain to every observer Col. Uahekant, 
althongh present, was suff-ring froin the effects of recent tll ons, 
and hat heen positively turmdden by the surgeons to take active 
command op the fe'd this did not, however, prevent his 
presence “t a) the turnont« and mancuvres which he superin- 
tended witb a eurprising vigilance and energe, aud his presence 
was felt by the incompetents in a very effective manuer. There 
wae n» doubt that he keenly telt the stigma which the reyiment 
had brought upon itself, and that be was aware of the unfavourable 
impreasiun of thi« performance. That he was bent on correcting 
the detect was plain, and he went about it with unusual energs. 
Karly on Saturday morning the compenies were out drilling 
nuder bis sharp personal supervision, and atter guard mounting 
battalion drill took piace. B th drills, as well as gusrd mount- 
ing. were defective, as might have been expected. The move- 
ments prescribed for battalion drill were as fullows; Form - 
tion of bactaiion; mannal of aims ani drings; aligaments; march 
by the flank and form into line; route step; column of tours front 
into line; to form column of companies. march at full distance, 
change direction, into line wheel; to march and advance by flank 
of subdivisions in column of fours, and turm line; marc by flunk 
and in column of subdivisions, columa of fours, column of com 
panies; to form division and break into cumpanies; skirmieb 
drill by battalion. 

They arecrriainly very simpl+, but under existing circum- 
stances it wonld nut have been wise tu attempt anything beyond 
this. The programme also included sp-cial ina'raction in dress 
parade, review, muster and inape-tion, aud guard muuuting. 

In the atternovn theinstruction was continued, some of the 
ecompinies proceeding to the rifle range for practice and tue 
others engiying in skirmish driil on the parade ground, super 
vised by the Vol mel. Tuis skirmi-b driil was a medium per 
formance, ites main defect being the evident inabi ity of tue men 
fto take th-ir distances pr--p-rly. while tiie depioymente and ax 
semblies wer- executed in a decidedly irregular manner, Huw- 
ever, the conduct of men aud officers was a plain improvement 
on the parad~ of the evening betore. At the butts, where Vom- 
paties A, B,C, and D were engaged, the lace of araury’ in-truc 
tion ot the menu iu handling theic pieces was apparent at the firs 
giance. Tiere was no duubt but that «great number of these 
men had yp ver handled a musket b-fore in their lite, and this in- 
terfered greatly with the rapid an i smooth workiug of the prac- 
tive. The scores made were, as * general thing, below the aver- 
age, yet the percentage of tho-e qualitying in tuese four com- 
panies Was b-tter than that of last year’s practice at Creedmovr, » 
fact which suows much in favor of the range. Volley firing ici] 
far below the averaye, & result, however, not surprixing to those 
who witnessed tue d-fective mauual of those eugaying in the 
practice. Considering the utter want of skill in tue handiing of 
the r flas, the resnits obtainedin this practice are surprixingly 
favorable, and a Jarge share of the credit fur this is due to th- 
skill aud circumspectiou shown by Cul. Joseph G, Story, Asst. 
(nap. General of Rifis Practice, whu couducte:l the firing in persou. 

In remarkable contrast with all these deficiencies was the car- 

riage of the sentries, who performed their duties in a coupara- 
tively e fi-ient wsnver, walked their p sts, reudered salutes, and 
cariied their pieces in a way which was certainly an improvement 
on both the 12tn and 231 in the beginning of their camp duty. 
Ut course th-re were som~ sloucies, and pirticnlariy were the 
seutries near the ice water barrel given tu luunging among aud 
conversition with the crowd which is wenerally gathered in that 
vicinity, but tnese were quickly corrected by thuse io their 
charge. The main d-fect wis arather prowiscaous renditivn o: 
“ presents,” which wer- not on-y offered to ail officers withou 
regard to rank, but alsu to certaiu non-commissioned officer-. 
Another fault was the indiscriminate turning out of the guard tu 
persons not enti'led ty it. fanits rather natural under the circum 
stauces and very excu<able if the lack of armory instruction ou 
these very puiuts is taken into consid-ration 

A favor .b'e impression was made by the orderly and *ystemati« 
manner in which the command was march~-d to and trom meals. 
aud the quiet behavior of the m+n while eagaged in eating tuew 

The fir-t twenty-four hours of camp life had nuw pas-ed, Thos- 
who were inclined on the previous evening to give up all pro - 
pect of improve vent in de»p.ir, were surprised in no smal)) de- 
gr-e when they witnessed the appearance of the command ou 
parade this evening. It was, indeed, a difficult thiag tu re-cupg- 
mize in the solid louking companies, as they marched out of thei: 
streets in «uccessiun, the bungiing slouches of the pirade twen 
ty-four hours ago, or even the “sharpsho ‘ters,’ who uearly drov- 
Co'onel Story traptic in the afternvun. and who really did nut 
seem tu know whether tuey handjed muskets. broomsticks, hoer.

Randall is deserving of great credit for the assistance 
rendered by him to the Commissary Department. Oa Sun- 
day, July 2, divine service was beld in the open air, to an 
immense concourse of people. The Onaplain, Rev. Myron 
Reed, is an old soldier, and gave a sermon that both Sonth 
and North were glad to hear. On Jaly 4, a Federal salute 
(13 guns), was fired at dawn. and a National salute of 38 
guos at meridian, under the direction of Col, W. R. Hamil- 
ton, Chief of Artillery.

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BECRETARY LINCOLN AND GEN. SWAIM. 
The Washington correspondent of the Baltimore 

Sun indulges in this bit of gossip which gives more in 

detailed reports which we find circulating elsewhere : 

It is well known in official quarters that for some 
time past the relations existing between Secretary Lin 
coln and Judge-Advocate-General Swaim have not been 
of the most friendly character. It is asserted that the 
Secretary has repeatedly referred questions to the At- 
torney-General for opinions which, according to the 
former practice of the departient, should have been 
submitied to the Judge-Advocate-General. The Secre- 
tary. it is asserted, Las frequently overruled decisions 
of the Judge. Advocate General, and in numerous other 
ways shown his disregard for the suggestions and 
recommendations of the principal Jaw officer of the 
War Department. The action of the Secretary has met 
with comment in Army circles, where the facts of the 
case are known. The Aun correspondent, after a careful 
investigation, bas gleaned the following, which is be— 
lieved to be a fair statement of the case; 

When Gen. Swaim became Judge-Advocate-General 
of the Army four of the seven judges-advocate were 
stationed in Washington, three in the Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice. and one as Military Secretary to the 
Secretary of War. The latter is Brevet Col. Thomas F. 
Barr, who occupies a desk in the same room with the 
Secretary. Shortly after Gen. Swaim’s entry into office 
he decided to make several changes in the detail of the 
Officers of the corps which he thought would benefit the 
service. He proposed to relieve Col. Barr from duty 
in the Secretary’s office and order him to duty at the 
West Point Miiitary Academy, for the reason that 
several officers had remarked that it was not proper that 
ove officer should be present with the Secretary and 
bear all that was said by brother officers when they 
called upon business connected with the service. There 
were other reasons that suggested a change. The four 
judges advocate referred to were simply performing 
clerical work, while their services (so Gen. Swaim con- 
sidered) were needed-at military posts, and economy, if 
nothing else, recommended a change.| Col. Bart, how- 
ever, did not propose to give up his agreeable detail and 
sever his socie] connections in this city without a strug- 
gle, so he prevailed upon the Secretary to disapprove 
the order detailiog him to the Military Academy. 

lt is also asserted that Col. Barr was an aspirant for 
the Judge Advocate-Generalship prior to the appoint- 
ment of Gen. Swaim. Since the appointment of the 
latter a feeling of jealousy is said to exist between these 
two officers. Col. Barr, having the ear of the Secretary 
at all times, has an advantage not enjoyed by the other. 

On being questioned to-day, Gen. Swaim said: ‘* As 
far as I am concerned, I do not intend to make war on 
Secretary Lincoln, although I have understood irom 
several parties that he has on various occasions spoken 
in uncomplimentary terms of me; but I must say that 
whenever I have occasion to visit his office he has 
treated me civilly.. I bave no doubt that persons have 
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ions that have been made by this bureau since I became 
Judge Advocate-General. Before I came here the most, 
of the cases were reviewed by the assistants, and my 
predecessor simply approved them. Frequently, after 
a case has been reviewed by my assistants, I have had 
to rewrite the opinion, because it was not in gccordance 
with my views. Frequently I have heard of conclusions 
reached in certain cases circulated in the Secretary’s 
office before I had reviewed the case. I do not intend 
to deviate from my present course under any circum- 
stances. I feel that I have interpreted the military law 
correctly in every case that has come before me, and I 
am willing to go before the world with them. I intend 
to run the bureau of military justice to the best advan- 
tage to the service, or I will resign my commissicn.” 








WIRE GONS. 


On THE general subject of wire guns the London Zn- 
gineering says: The latest and most dangerous rival 
to steel, as ordinarily used, viz., in coils, tubes, or 
hoops, is drawn steel wire or ribbon. This material 
can now be obtained commercially of such quality as 
to raise its ultimate breaking strain to the extraordinary 
figure of 100 tons pe square inch. Here at once we 
have a material absolutely unrivalled asa reinforcement 
or support toa central tube against tangential or _burst- 
ing pressure; the above breaking strain being fully 
double that reached by uny steel in the ordinary condi- 
tions fit to be used in the exterior portions of a gui. 
Its manufacturing advantages are very evident. It is 
wound on cold, and by means of a euitable ma- 
chinery the successive layers can have their tension 
regulated to accord almost mathematically with our 
idea of a perfect gun, viz., one in which every layer of 
material, from the surface of the bore to the exterior, 
does its proper sbare of work. Moreover, in such 
construction, there is little or no moving about of large 
masees Of metal, little turning or bo:ing; the possible 
etrors incidental to shrinking are avoided, and the 
possibility of large undiscovered flaws rendering the 
whole construction unsafe, is removed. But to under- 
stand the difficulties connected with this system of 
building up we must reflect for a short time on the 
strains to which ordnance are subjected. These may 
be described as (1) longitudinal or that caused by the 
pressure of the gas of the fired charge on the end of 
the bore, resulting in an absolute extension of that 
portion of the gun in rear of the trunnions, and being 
the direct cause of recoil. Most failures that we are 
acquainted with in modern gun construction have been 
brought about by this pressure. For instance, the fail- 
ure of the 8-inch B. L. Armstrong on board the An- 
gamos, and that of the 100-ton gun on board the Duilio. 
To meet this longitudinal strain the above system of 
wire cuils is in itself absolutely ineffective. Coiled 
tubes of wrought iron are unsatisfactory, as the strength 
across the welds is very low and uncertain. Steel tubes 
are by far better than any other knOWwn material, steel 
coils being decidedly inferior in this respect, though—
